Manila, July 3.—Congressman Hull, of 
Iowa, who accompanied General Chaffee 
on his southern tour, characterized the 
newly established provincial governments 
as “hot house plants, unable to withstand 
adversities.’’ 

. He said to the cwrrespondent of the As- 
sociated Press that there will be many 
cifficulties under the dual elyil 
- and “%nilitary government, which will 
be inaugurated tomorrow. Mr. Hull 
* believes that their natural _rich- 
ress insures the eventual pros- 
perity of the islands; but, he is convinced, 
ifrom conversation with the governors and 
larmy officers, that in the new southern 
‘provinces poverty ond other obstacles 
will prevent the siiccessful collection of 
jand taxes. He believes that the salaries, 
excepting those of -the clerks and minor 
employees, are too high from the com- 
missioners downward, and that the prov- 
Jnces ought to have far larger areas and 
fewer officers. The United States com- 
missioners agree with this, but have de- 
ferred to the wishes of the inhabitants. 

Favors Military Rule. 

Mr. Hull approves of the provincial law, 
but is of opinion that the bulk of the 
territory should be under military govern- 
ment until absolutely pacified and cleared 
of ladrones. He is convinced the natives 
in general are not concerned about the 
government. These views are typically 
those of the generality of army officers. 
The American civilians, as a rule, are not 
inclined to await a fair trial of the ex- 
‘periment of partial self-government and 
neither the natives nor the army officers 
‘are in favor of any removals of troops.

FIENDISH WORK BY REBELS 


Remarkable story of the Cruelty of 
Filiginos. 

Washington, July 3.—A remarkable 
‘story of Filipino cruelty comes to the 
war department in the shape of a gen- 
‘eral order containing the records of the 
trial of seven natives, charged with ab- 
duction, assault with intent to kill, mur- 
der and guérrilla warfare in violation of 
the rules of war, before a military com- 
mission convened at Nueva Caceres. 

One of these men, Zamudio by name, 
while residing in the Barrio of Caburao, 
formed with the other six men a band, of 
which he was made chief. Notice was 
gerved on the people of the Barrio that 
they must assemble at a given place in 
order to be presented to General Santos, 
who would punish them if they failed to 
appear. Men, women and children obey- 
ed the mandate. The victims of the band 
were selected from the friends and rela- 
tives of a native pilot aboard a steam- 
boat plying between Manila and Nueva 
Caceres. Upon the slender pretext that 
the pilot must be an ‘‘Americanista,”’ or 
a friend of the -Americans, eleven per- 
gons, among them an aged woman and 
four children, were taken into the fields, 
assaulted with clubs and bolos and left 
for dead. 

Thtee of the victims revived and two 
of them reached safety, but the other, a 
girl, was betrayed in a house where she 
sought succor and was recaptured by 
three of the band. Her almost lifeless 

“body was taken back to the fields on a 

carabao cart, sinée when she has not 
been seen. Sentericés of death and im- 
prisonment at hard labor were imposed.

LACK STAMINA 
CONTRACT FOR BIBB MILLS 


Macon Cotton Factory To Supply 
Twine to Government. 


ORDER IS A NEW DEPARTURE 


As Jute Twine Has Been Used Here- 
tofore—Fifteen Thousand Dol- 
lars Involved. 


July 3.—(Special.)—The 
general has given the 
manufacturing interests of the 
south a big boost by giv- 
ing the contract for twine used in tying 
letter packages to the Bibb Manufac- 
turing Company of Macon. The contract 
is for 80,000 pounds of twine, and will 
reach, in dollars, approximately $15,000. 
This‘4s for the supply for the postoffice 
department for one year, from July Ist. 
The order will probably be increased if 
The twine 
heretofore used has been manufactured 
in New York and Philadelphia out of jute. 
This new order with the Bibb company 
is a new departure, as it calls for cotton 
twine. The-contfact cal’ for an imme- 
diate shipment of 6,000 pounds, and the 
balance in installments as needed. 

Rural Free Delivery in Newton. 

Colonel Livingston today forwarded a 
request to the postoffice department to 
have an entire county service of rural 
free delivery installed in Newton county. 
No action has yet been taken by the de- 
partment, but the officials are inclined 
to treat the request very. favorably. It 
is very likely that postoffice inspectors 
will be sent to Newton county to investi- 
gate conditions and report as to Me prac- 
ticability of the proposition. This coun- 
ty service is yet in the nature of an ex- 
periment, there being but two or three 
counties in the country equipped with an 
entire county service. Two of these, one 
in Maryland and the other in Washing- 
ton county, Pennsylvania, have been 
working for two or three years and are 
reported to be very satisfactory and real- 
ly a saving of expense to the govern- 
ment. 

Prefer Neefro to McLaurin’s Man. 

Senator McLaurin has secured another 
crumb from the pie counter of the Mc-. 
Kinley administration. Through his ef- 
forts, James A. Parler has been appoint- 
ed postmaster at Elloree, 8S. C\. Although 
Elloree is quite a small town, there has 
been a big fight over this office. The in- 
cumbent, Robert L. Williams, is a negro. 
The democrats of Elloree have, strange 
to say, egdeavored to have Williams re- 
tained in his office. They state that 
they would rather have even a negro post- 
master than a man of Senator McLaurin’s 
political complexion. McLaurin, how- 
ever, through his influence with the ad- 
ministration, had Parler appointed, and 
the latter will be commissioned on July 
5th.

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FOR A WASHINGTON MEMORIAL 


Aid Wanted To Erect Building Sa- 
cred to First President. 


Washington, July 3.—The George Wash- 
ington Memorial Association will tomor- 
row issue a general appeal ®r assistance 
in the erection of a memorial building to 
be sacred to the memory of Washington. 
This society numbers 1,500 persons, and it 
has the co-oneration of the National 
Academy of Sciences and the Washing- 
ton Academy of Sciences. The purpose 
of the movement is to make the memorial 
building a center of research and learn- 
ing, and it is hoped that it may prove to 
be the foundation of a-national university, 
such as Washington had in mind. It is 
intended that the building shall not only 
be the permanent home of the societies 
mentioned. but that it also shall be the 
meeting place and headquarters of the 
educational, scientific, literary and pa- 
triotic societies, many of which meet from 
time to time in W ington. 

The institution has secured the ser- 
vices as director of Dr. D. C. Gilman, for 
many years president of the Johns Hop- 
kins university, and the following con- 
stitute its board of trustees:

OVER THREE HUNDRED Die 
~ FROM THE INTENSE HEAT 


In New York Alone There Were 99 
Victims and in Jersey Cities 
100—Missouri and Kan- 
sas Hold the Heat 
Records.

Kansas City, Mo. .. .. 
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New York, July 3.—Rainstorms of today 
with consequent fall in temperature were 
a godsend to the bulk of sweltering hu- 
manity in this city. As soon as the last 
stofm of the afternoon had passed over 
the temperature immediately began to 
ascend. The wind which blew during 
the storm also commenced to abate very 
rapidly until it assumed the proportions 
of a slight breeze only. These atmos- 
pheric conditions, coupled with the very 
considerable humidity which came as an 
aftermath of the downfall,of water from 
the clouds, made the suffering almost as 
intense as it was when the thermometer 
had registered several degrees higher. 

Most of the hospitals are already 
crowded to their utmost capacity and 
many of them have erected ténts on 
their grounds for the accommodation of 
the heat victims. 

The death rate has increased with such 
rapidity that the morgue is being taxed 
as it never was before, and every availa- 
ble foot of that institution is now oc- 
cupied by corpses. Hospital attendants 
are collapsing under the extraordinary 
strain to which they have been subject- 
ed and were it not for the volunteers who 
have come to their aid the situation 
would be greatly exaggerated by en- 
forced neglect of heat patients. 

Although the ambulance service has 
been augmented by the addition of auto- 
mobiles which have been loaned for the 
purpose, it is generally inadequate. The 
horses used have been most carefully 
nursed along to preserve their stamina, 
but notwithstanding this many of them 
have given out. Their places are being 
filled from outside sources, and so great 
is the scarcity of available animals, be- 
cause of the combination of heat and the 
grip with which New York horses are af- 
flicted, that it has been necessary to 
send to other cities to get a fresh sup- 
ply. 

When the first downpour of rain struck 
the city to@ay it was accompanied by 
thunder and a fair sized gale, which soon 
reduced the temperature 15 degrees. The 
humidity made the air so sultry, how- 
ever, that the great reduction was not 
perceptible to the extent which most peo- 
ple would imagine. 

The wind and lightning which accom- 
panied the rain did considerable damave 
in the city, especially out toward Harlem. 
Many trees, awnings and buildings were 
injured, but up to 10 o’clock no casyalties 
had been reported. 

There were eighty-nine deaths and 107 
cases of heat prostration fn the boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx during the 
hours between 2 a. m. and 10:30 p. m. 
today. 

New York, July 4—At 12:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning it was estimated that

DYING FA£T AT PHILADELPHIA 


Forty-Seven Candidates Reported. 
Industrial Plants Closed. 
Philadelphia, July 3.—Although the tem- 
perature did not reach the record it made 
yesterday and Monday by 4 degrees, the 
suffering from the heat and the fatal re- 
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The maximum temperature today was 
98.2 at 2p. m. A thunder storm sent the 
mercury down at 8 o'clock tonight to 80 
degrees. Humidity, however, then began 
to play its deadly part. The storm 
brought only a light shower of rain, 
which was soon dried up by the sup- 
baked streets and sent the. percentage of 
humidity upefrom 40 to 46. 

Probably the greatest sufferers from 
the heat, next to humanity, were the 
horses. Hundreds of tnem have per- 
— since the hot spell began. 

Many industrial establishments were 
again either shut down or working short 
hours. It was estimated that only one- 
third of the working populatioa of the 
Kensington manufacturing district was 
at work at 1 o’clock today. In order that 
heat patients could be promptly attended 
to, the city authorities have issued ori‘rs 
that policemen can seize any heasby team 
so as to get a patient to a hospital 
quickly. Tents have n erected in va- 
rious parts of the city? to care far the 
prostrated. ip, . 

Up to midnight the, ber of deaths 
attributed to the ex heat reported 
since last midnight was #7, with the pros- 
tration over 250. 


MANY DEATHS AT BALTIMORE 


Twentv-Seven Victims Claimed by 
Heat—Humidity Excessive. 


Baltimore, July 3.—Twenty-seven ad- 
ditional deaths from heat were reported 
to the police up to midnight tonight. 
Thirty-five cases of prostration is the 
record for the twenty-four hours ending 
tonight. The grand total thus far is 
eighty-eight deaths and more than 300 
cases of prostration. 

While the maximum temperature for 
the day was not so high as that of yes- 
terday, the relative humidity was greater 
and %@the oppressiveness more sever. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock a brisk wind and 
a brief thunderstorm cooled the air. 

At Cumberland and other points in tho 
mountainous portion of the state heavy 
thunderstorms are reported, accom- 
panied by a drop of 2% degrees in tem- 
perature. 


KANSAS CITY LIKE A FURNACE 


In That Territory Mercury Ranged 
from 96 to 108 Degrees. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 3.—Kansas City 
was the center of the hottest area In the 
country. Within a radius of 200 miles of 
the city the temperature ranged from 96 
to 108 degrees. In central Kansas hot 
winds are reported as literally burning 
up all vegetation. At Leavenworth the 
highest point recorded in this part of the 
country for years was reached, the gov 
ernment thermometer in that city mark- 
ing 108 degrees at 6 o’clock. Other rec- 
ords In Kansas:

THREE DEATHS AT CHICAGO. 


Sixteen Prcestrations and One Case of

Chicago, July 3.—While the temperature 
of today was lower than that of several 
days of last week, the great humidity 
made it one of the most uncomfortable 
days the city has-experienced during the 
summer. There were three deaths, six- 
teen prostrations and one cage of insan- 
ity due to heat, 

The last case was that of Mrs. Mary 
Brown, whose dementia made her enter 
the rooms of her neighbors, where she 
smashed furniture, esssware and pic- 
tures. She was removed to the detention 
hospital and is expected to recover. 

The maximum temperature of the day 
was 8 and the humidity was 89. Warmer 
weather is predicted for tomorrow.

MERCURY AT NO PLACE 
REACHED DANGER MARK 


Nearly All Reports Show That Cool- 
ing Breezes Prevailed During 
the Day and the Night Be- 
fore and Were Enjoy- 
ed by All. 
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There are still some places warmer 
than Atlanta. The thermometers took a 
small climb here yesterday and went as 
high as 90, but the breezes were plentiful 
and there was practically no suffering 
from the heat. In fact Atlanta is begin- 
ning to be looked upon as a summer re- 
sort, for while prostrations and deaths 
are being ‘reported from other cities by 
the hundred the people here are pursu- 
ing the quiet tenor of. their way and are 
finding no difficulty in attending to their 
usual business duties. 

Large numbers of ladies are on the 
streets each day and no dimunition in 
trade has been noticed on account of the- 
heat among the dry goods and depart- 
ment houses. 

A south Georgia man who has been at- 
tending the Pan-American’ exposition 
came in yesterday on the Southern and 
expressed himself as being delighted 
with being once more upon his native 
heath. In speaking of the weather up 
north he said: 

“I have lived down in Ware county for 
a number of years and: I have thought 
that there was very little that I could 
learn about hot weather. But my recent 
trip has undeceived me. I tell you if 
they could just get.some of the weather 
that I have recently experienced trans- 
ported to the Okeefennkee all the plans 
that have been exploited for draining 
that swamp could be dispensed with. 
Three days of such weather as they 
have had in New York would dry up 
every drop of water in the place. I have 
been in Atlanta when it was hot, but 
the contrast now is so great that ever 
since I arrived here I have felt as if I 
was in a dry well.” 

While the mean temperature went 4 
degrees above the normal yesterday, still 
the heat was not so bad and the breezes, 
which were plentiful during the greater 
part of the da¥Y, made many parts of the 
city delightfully cool. This was espetial- 
ly true of the upper floors of the high 
office buildings.

BY CHARGE OF. DYNAMITE 
BUILOING WAS. WRECKED 


For Hurs the Battle Raged at Colo- 
rado Mine, But Quiet Was Fi- 
nally Restored—Strikers 
. Demand an Increase 
in Wages. 


Telluride, Col., July 3—The excitement 
which has been prevailing all day over 
the riot in the Smuggler-Union mine is 
rapidly subsiding this evening. The ocon- 
troversy has been satisfactorily adjusted 
for the present and everything is quiet 
in Marshall and Savage basins. 

Early this morning word was received 
in town that there was considerable 
shooting going on at Smuggler at 5 o'clock 
and many rumors were afloat. The trou- 
ble is only a part of the strike trouble. 
which has been brewing for some time. 
The first rumor to reach town was that 
éight or ten had been killed, but this 
proved not to be true. However, it is 
positive that Will Jordan was shot in 
the right hip; Charles Becker, superin- 
terdent of the mine, had his right hip- 
broken and badly shattered by a bullet: 
Shift Boss Nicholson was shot tn the 
head, and J. Lujan, a Mexican trimmer, 
was killed. 

Jordan was brought to town this af- 
ternoon by five of the men who were 
working for him on Sheridan dump. 

Shooting All Morning. 

Dr. Sheldon was called to the Bullion 
tunnel to dress the wounds of the Injured 
men and sent a message about noon say- 
Ing that Becker had a bad arm and 
that Nicholson, who was shot in the 
head, has a bare chapge to live. At that 
time those were the only men on either 
side whose wounds he had attended to. 

Shots were exchanged most of the 
morning between the miners, deputies 
and guards, but at 1 o'clock all was quiet, 
with the exception of scattering shots. 
| Some time today one of the cabins near 
| the offtre buitding was blown up, but it % 
ingpossible to learn what damage, ff any, 
was done. 

The Liberty Bell and Tom Boy miners 
have practically all gone out in sympathy 
and those properties are nearly idle in 
the way of active operationa Miners 
were seen coming over the range this 
morning from the Ouray and Silverton 
sides and it is reported that the Camp 
Bird and Revenue mines are also out in 
Sympathy, but as to these properties the 
report cannot be verified. 

The mayor has ordeted all saloons to 
be closed from 6 p. m. to 6 a. m. until 
otherwise notified. Telephone wires have 
been cut and there has been no com- 
munication between the town and Smug- 
gle Hill today. 

About 6 o'clock this afternoon the 
corpse of a man was brought to town 
from the basin and it was found to be 
Johy Barthell, a Swede miner who was 
killed by the first shot fired. Barthell 
was fighting with the union miners.

The strike went 
into effect on May 1, 1901, and was the 
outcome of a demand of the miners for 
an increase in wages. Last week an 
agreement was entered into between the 
officers of the mines and the ten where- 
by they were to abide by the decision of 
a committee appointed by the business 
men of Telluride to arbitrate the differ- 
ences.

During last night a number of union 
miners went up to a point near these 
places, and at 5 o'clock this morning, 
it is said. sent a man with a message tu 
the men working with William Jordan 
to the effect that if they would stop work 
and come down the hill there would be 
no trouble. In response to this message, 
it is said, the union men were fired on, 
resulting in the instant killing of Bartheil. 

Jordan and his crew then sought refuge 
in an old tunnel, and it was while run- 
ning for its mouth that Jordan wag shot 
through the hips.

Cuban army never met before. 

Secretary Root escorted General Gomez 
‘to the white house at 11 o’clock this fore- 
moon. The Cuban general was accom- 
panied by his son and Senor Gongales, 
the’ private secretary of General Wood. 
The president received the party very 
cordially in the red parlor. The interview 
lasted about half an hour, and at its 
conclusion General Gomez. reiterated, 

,through his interpreter, that his mission 
to this country fs in no way political. 
He came here to visit his old friend, Se- 
"nor Palma, and desired, before returning 
to Cuba, to see President McKinley, for 
whom he has a very high regard, and 
to express to him personally the deep 
gratitude he felt for the assistance of the 
United States in the Cuban struggle. No 
political topics, he said, had been touched 
upon during the interview, which was 
purely social. The president invited Gen- 
eral Gomez to be his guest at dinner to- 
night, when he met the members of the 
cabinet now in the city and a number of 
senators. 

Sectetary Root remained with the presi- 
dent for a short time after General Go- 
mes had departed. When he left the 
white house he said there was absolutely 
no political significance in the visit of 
General Gomez. The general, he said, had 
mever before, met the president and the 
call was purély one of courtesy, as Gen- 
eral Gomez did not feel that he could 
return home without seeing President 
McKinley and paying his respect and 
thanking him for what this country has 
Gone for Cuba. After the dinner tonight 
General Gomez and his son returned to 
New York.

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NEW COTTON‘MILLS RISING | 
ALL OVER THE SOUTHLAND 


Boston, July 3.—A record prepared by 
The American World and Cotton Reporter 
shows that textile mill construction dur- 
ing the first six months of the year 1901 
was considerably greater than the last 
half of the preceding year. The num- 
ber of southern ‘mills constructed during 
that time has shown little change com- 
pared with the number built during the 
last half of last year. In the north, how- 
ever, the increase in the number of new 
milis built or proposed has been remarka- 
ble, 

During the first half of the year 1901 
the number of new mills constructed or 
that are intended to be constructed 
amount to 261, a gain of 37 over the last 
six months of 1900. 

Of the 261 mills, 143 are devoted to the 
manufacture of cotton, 3% to wool, 5 to 
knit goods, hosiery, etc., and 2% to mis- 
cellaneous purposes, such as silk; linen 
and jute manufacturing and bleaching, 
finishing, etc. 

The number of, woolen mills constructed 
shows the greater increase. Relatively 
speaking, there was an increase of 260 per

cent compared with the number erected | 
during the fatter part of 1900. 


—— 


The knitting industry is also increasing 
rapidly. Our knit goods are being export- 
ed in larger amounts each year. . 

In Germany, and more extensively in 
England, goods made by American manu- 
facturers can be found in the very cen- 
ters of the hosiery manufacturing towns 
and prices as a rule are in favor of the 
American product. 

In the cotton manufacturing industry 
the demand has not warranted as many 
new mills as in other years. Yet since the 
first of the year the number of new 
mills constructed only lacks one of being 
equal to the number erected during the 
latter part of last year. 

A table gives in detail the location 
of the 261 new textile enterprises and 
shows that North Carolina leads with 
45 mills, Georgia comes next with. 36, 
South Carolina represents 31, Alabama 27, 
Pennsylvania 17, Massachusetts 12, New 
York, Rhode Island, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia 10 each, Texas 9, Connecticut and 
Mississippi 7, Arkansas 6, Michigan 3, 
Delaware, Florida, Kansas, Kentucky and 
Maine 2 each, Galifornia, Colorado, In- 
diana, Louisiana, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Montana, Ohio, Oregon, Utah, Vermont 
and Canada 1 each. 


ANOTHER BANK GOES BROKE 


Private Concern at Mansfield, Ohio, 
Closes Its Doors. 


A GREAT SURPRISE TO PUBLIO 


Depositors Mostly Farmers—Sherman 
Estate Interested—Failure Af- 
fects Machine Works. 


Mansfield, O., July 3.—The Sturges bank 
failed to open its doors today, and is in 
the hands of a receiver: The closing of 
this bank was followed by the assign- 
ment of William M. Sturges, owner of the 
bank, and by the appointment of a recciy- 
er for the Mansfield Machine Works, cap- 
ital $800,000, that were controlled by 
Sturges and his associates. 

The Sturges bank was a private instti- 
tution. Its depositors were mostly grain 
men and farmers. It paid interest on 
deposits from the time money was re- 
ceived. None of the other banks hery’ 


will be affected. / 

William M. Sturges is interested in 
numerous enterprises. He was a breeder 
of fine cattle, giving a great deal of 
his time to that matter. He owns lum- 
ber works, a coal yard and a large stock 
farm. He owns valuable préperty in this 
city, and was engaged in building a num- 
ber of new houses in the southern part of 
the city. 

H. B. Diniam began work as the as- 
signee of Mr. Sturges this afternoon. Mr. 
Sturges filed suit against the Mansfield 
Machine Works to assess the stockhold- 
ers. This concern also went into the 
hands of a receiver today, A. A. Peck, 
president of the company, being appoint- 
ed receiver. His bond was fixed at $50,- 
000. He was given authority to continue 
running the plant, which employs sever- 
al hundred men. Its capital is $300,000. 
Mr. Sturges owned $82,800 of stock in this 
concern, and? wre an indoraer for. over 
$50,000 of its paper. Other heavy stock- 
holders are John E. Sturges, Mary D. 
Sturges, A. A. Peck and A. A. Peck, guar- 
dian. ' 

There is a large nurftber of stockholders, 
among them being the late John Sher- 
man, whose estate still holds some shares. 
The machine works has not paid any 
dividends for five years. 

There have not been any additional 
failures, but claims are being vut in by 
creditors. No schedule has been filed 
as yet, and no statement has been made 
of assets and liabilities. Other banks of 
the citv claim the fallure of Willis Stur- 
ges has been expected for months, though 
to the general public it was a great sur- 
prise. 
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NEED FILIPINOS IN HAWAII 


Government Is Asked To Sanction 


Landing of Immigrants. 

Washington, July 3.—William Haywood, 
who represents certain business and com- 
mercial interests of Hawaii in Washing- 
ton, has requested the government to 
grant permission for the landing of a 
ship-load of Filipinos in Hawaii for la- 
bor purposes. He went before the war 
department with his proposition, then be- 
fore the treasury department, and to- 
day he saw President McKinley. 

Before the decision of the. supremé 
court as to the status of Porto Rico, sev- 
eral ship loads of Porto Ricans were tak- 
en to Hawaii. Mr. Hawood says they 
are doing well, but that not a sufficient 
number can be Le, and tht their physi- 
cal condition is such that it takes a 
long time to build them up for plantation 
work after their arrival in Hawali, In 
the meantime the sugar plantations are 
suffering for labor. The Hawaiian plant- 
ers believe that the Filipinos would fill 
the needs.

NEW FEATURES FOR WARSHIPS 


Some Novelties Decided Upon by the 
Navy Department. 


Washington. July 3.—Some new feat- 
ures In naval construction have been 
decided upon by the navy department for 
the new armored cruisers and battle- 
ships now being planned. One of these 
is an Increase of the ammunition holsts to 
twenty-five in number so that the stfx- 
inch guns on broadside can be supplied 
with ammunition at the rate of six rounds 
a minute per gun, or seventy-two rounds 
per minute for the ship.- This will be 
a marked advance on the best record pos- 
sible to make under present conditions. 

Another departure will be the adoption 
of stockless anchor by which labor and 
time can be saved. Aside from this con- 
venience, the entire forward part of the 
ship will be altered in construction, and 
there will be no cutting away to receive 
the big anchors, Those on the new ships 
will be the largest in use, weighing 16,500 
pounds each. Another new feature in con- 
struction will be a vice for a steering 
from the flying bridge, an abandonment 
of steering from the chart house.

CLOSE PORTS 0. BRITISH 


Pearsons Claims That, But for Sup- 
plies Drawn from United States, 
British Would Quit War. 
Administration Is 
Denounced.

New Orleans, July 3.—General Pearsons, 
fpecial agent of tho Boer government. 
who conducted legal proceedings here to 
prevent the shipping of mules to South 
Atrica, has issued the following address 
to the American people, the title being “A 
Statement of Facts; a Question and an 
Appeal:”’ 

“The mrghers of South Africa who 
have maintained the war with Great 
Britain these two years past have in 
their struggle a history strikingly parallel 
With your own. 

“Driven by English oppression, they 
went into the wilderness and vedeemed 
from the wild beasts and the savage a 
country for th>omselyges, and there plant- 
ed a civilization and established a free 
government. In the course of time Eng- 
lish ecupidity threatened them. They 


j withstcod the demand. Paids were madf 


upon their territory. Troops and muni- 
tions of war were massed upon the bor- 
der and insulting demands made of them. 
The appeal to arms followed. Hundreds 
of thousands of British soldiers from all 
parts of the world were massed on the 
scil of these two: little republics, con- 
taining fewer inhabitants than any state 
of your union, and yet they remain un- 
conquered, and will so remain if the 
American peoyle will compel their gov- 
ernment to keep faith. 

“Ry the law of your land—atrewzty rol- 
emnly entered into and to which you com- 
pelled the a&#-éent-of the British sovern- 
n.ent—it is declared that the poctge~ the 
United States shall not be made the bass 
of warlike operations against a nation 
with -whom the United States; are at 
peace. The attenticn of your courts and 
your president has teen formally called 
to the operations of a bedy of English 
army officers with’ Headquarters at New 
Orleans. From many parts of the United 
States <hbeir officers gather horses and 
mules for their arrries, and at New Or- 
kens load them on ships and take them 
to their armies in Sctth Africa. Without 
these munitions of war, the war on the 
South African republics would almost in- 
stantly end.. When these republics went 
to war with their oppreescor they did not 
believe that they went to war with you; 
they kad faith in your promise of fair 
play, and can hold and establish their 
freedom andi keep their country if you 
keep faith. 

‘Today the army supplies that you per- 
mit to leave your-.ports are used chiefly 
to continue torturing and slaying .women 
and children. The revelations fotced to 
be made in the Hngtish parliament with- 
in the past few weeks have not only 
‘shocked. pnd. ‘humanity,’ but 
have shamed ft’ ns . , 

“How much of the sin and shame shall 
become your own, and what will you do 
about it? 

“On this natal cay of your great re 
Public will ‘you not turn your thoughts 
from purely selfish patriotism and in 
emulation of your ‘Washington let your 
hearts go out to the people who,.as your 
ascestors dii seek to unfurl an4 to up- 
hold the flag cf libérty, and to do so just 
as your forefathers did who had +nzagad 
in the struggle with the same enemy? 

“The appeal is made to the liberty lov- 
ing people of America. When I came 
here I came fearing that the people were 
hostile, as their government has been un- 
friendly to the Boers. | find, indeed, that 
the contrary is true. The hearts of the 
American people go out to the South 
Americans so grandly struggling with the 
enormous power ef England to maintain 
their right to keep and to rule the Jand 
they redeemed—rut you have not jm- 
Fressed the federal administration with 
four will. The president does not en- 
orce the treaties, and his subordinates 
despise them. 

“The Englisth government its at the end 
of its resources. The Boers have won as 
against them. If the American peopte 
will stop the shipmrent of supplies from 
American ports to British armies, the var 
will end, and the Wervyler-like atrocities 
at Bloemfontein and Pretoria—the mur- 
der of women and children—will en. 

“So, in behalf of those sturdy burghers 
in arms, who will part with life rather 
than liberty; in behalf of those women 
and little ones who, dying of starvation 
and in prisen, yet cheer their brave ones 
in the fleld; in the name of Your own his- 
tory- and traditions and principles, ‘and 
for your own sakes, at this season 
make bold to pray you to keep the faith 
and the law made by yourselves and com- 
Fel your government to be American in 
the traditional and glcrioug sense.”

STRIKERS ARE BATTLING 


No Wheel Turnirg on Any of Twelve 
Roads in East St. Louis Ex- 
cept Switch Engines Mak- 
ing Up Passenger 
Trains. 


St. Louis, July 3—A total of 1,806 freight 
handlers, drivers and platform clerks 
employed by the twelve railroads in East 
St. Louis are out today as a result of 
the strike of freight handlers for an ad- 
vance in wages. Of this number 1,155 are 
freight handlers, the others being 350 
drivers and 300 clerks who struck out of 
sympathy. 3 

Deputy United States marshals have 
reached there from Springfield, Ill., to 
guard the property of the Vandalia 
Railroad Company, which is in the hands 
of a receiver. Deputy marshals patrol 
the yards, but no violence has been at- 
tempted. Thousands of loaded cars are 
standing still. Many contain vegetables 
and perishable goods and should have 
been sent to their destinations early in 
the week. Not a wheel is turning in the 
great railroad yards except of switch en- 
gines, which are “making up’’ passenger 
trains. 

The doors of all the railroad ware- 
houses except those of the Chicago and 
Alton and Big Four are closed. The IIli- 
nois Central imported 120 carpenters 
from Cairo to build bridges. Upon their 
arrival an effort was made to induce 
them to fill strikers’ places, but they re- 
Tused.

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Commissioners Authorize Com- 
tnittee To Borrow $20,000, 


MAY GET 3 PER CENT BATE 


Board Agreed To Allow County Po- 
lice To ‘Cooperate with ity 
Police—Refused To Inter- 
fere in Employment 
of Labor. 


The board of county commissioners, at 
its regular meeting yesterday morning, 
authorized the finance committee to bor- 
row $20,000 to meet necessary expenses. 

The request was made by Hon. Wal- 
ter R. Brown, chairman of the finance 
committee. The borrowing of the above 
stated amount will be the second loan 
secured to temporarily relieve the deficit 
now existing in the county treasury, the 
first loan having been obtained to pay the 
expenses for the month of May: 

The money will probably be borrowed 
in a very short time, as the greater por- 
tion of the amount is to be used in meet- 
ing the pay roll for the month of June. 

The first loan was procured from the 
Fourth National bank, at a rate of 4 per 
cent, but it is likely that an effort will be 
made to secure the $20,000 at a less rate. 
Captain Clifford L. Anderson, chairman 
of the board, stated to the commissioners 
that he had been informed that a certain 
bank was willing to loan the county the 
money at 8 per cent. Captain Anderson 
suggested that the proposition was one 
worthy of consideration and the finance 
committee was instructed to investigate 
and secure the lowest rate possible. 

County Police To Cooperate. 

The board acted favorably on a re- 
quest from the board of police commis- 
sioners that the county police cooperate 
with the city police in cases where their 
services became necessary. The request 
was embodied in a resolution passed at a 
recent meeting of the police board. 

Chairman Anderson introduced a reso- 
lution to the efiect that the request be 


complied with and that in turn the city | 


police cooperate with the county police 
in furnishing them the names of prison- 
ers appearing in the _ recorder’s court 
charged with state offenses and also the 
names of the witnesses against them, The 
resolution was adopted. 

This arrangement will prove beneficial 
to the city, as vagrancy is a violation of 
the state law and the plan of cooperation 
_will give the county police an opportunity 
to prosecute vagrants in the city criminal 
court. Those convicted there are sent to 
the county chaingang, while the recorder 
a only send vagrants to the city stock- 
ade. 

The plan of cooperation will not les- 
sen the authority of the county board or 
of Chief Turner over the county police in 
the least. They. will simply be empower- 
ed to render assistance to the city police, 
inside of thie city, in addition to their reg~ 
ular duties. 

No Dictation to Contractor. 

A communication was received from W. 
J. Williams, representing the Building 
Trades Council, requesting the boafd to 
require J. A. Fisher, contractor for the 
reformatory, to employ union labor in the 
construction of the institution. The board 
refused to take any action in the matter, 
on the ground that Mr. Fisher had con- 
tracted to complete the reformatory in 
a certain time and that they had no right 
to dictate to him the kind of labor to be 
employed.

The police raided a negro pool room 
yesterday morning for idling and loafing 
negro men. About forty arrests were 
made and the prisoners were tried by the 
recorder yésterday afternoon. 

The officers stated that they had found 
the negroes loafing and lounging about in 
pool rooms ‘at an hour of the day when 
they should have been at work, 

Some of the negroes proved that they 
were employed and had only stopped off 
from work a few minutes to rest during 
the heat of the day. These were al- 
lowed to go free. But the large majority 
could give no reason for idling away their 
time in the pool rooms and they were 
fined $5.75 each. ..

Had a Month Ago,

MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES 


Some Scenes and Incidents at the 
Home of Veterans—The Hu- 
man Dinner Bell—An Al]l- 


Day Singing Meet 
Wext Sunday. 


At the meeting of the trustees of the 
Confederate Soldiers’ home held at the 
nome yesterday morning the report of 
the treasurer, Dr. Amog Fox, made the 
gratifying showing that, though the 
aome has been opened for just a month, 
it has more money in its exchequer than 
Was the case a month ago. 

This splendid showing was made pos- 
sible because of the donations which 
have been received during the last few 
weéks. The total amount in the treas- 
ury according to Dr. Fox’s report is 
$9,990, including the donations and the 
balance of the fund appropriated by the 
legislature. About $500 of this money has 
‘been given to the home by individuals 
and organizations within the last few 
months. The amount in the treasury is 
to run the home until December 3ist. 

Unfortunately there was not a quorum 
of the trustees present and no business 
could be transacted. The reports of the 
officers, however, were read and the 
board adjourned to meet again August 
ist. This was the first meeting of the 
trustees since the opening of the home, 
and it was unfortunate that more of 
them could not be present. Those who 
attended the meeting were President W. 
L. Calhoun, of Fulton; Judge S. W. 
Harris, of Carroll; John Triplett, of 
Thomas; Clem Phillips, of Cobb, and A. 
F. Daly, of Johnson. There were only 
five members present and it requires six 
to make a quorum. The officials présent 
were Secretary W. H. Harrison, Treas- 
urer Amos Fox, Superintendent James 
L. Wilson and Surgeon Henry Rossigngl. 

Home in Good Condition. 

The reports of the superintendent and 
the surgeon showed that the home was 
in an excellent sanitary condition; that 
the inmates were comfortable and happy 
and that nothing had occurred during 
the month that the home has been open 
to cause any discord or trouble of any 
kind. Dr. Rossignol recommended that 
arrangements be made to have the sick 
veterans all in one part of the home so 
that they will not be disturbed and can 
be more conveniently attended to. The 
trustees will probably make arrange- 
ments for this at their next meeting. 

Blankets will be needed in the fall and 
the money that has been given by friends 
of the home will be used to purchase 
them later on. 

At the conclusion of their meeting the 
trustees and officials took dinner with 
the old soldiers, who enjoyed their pres- 
ence very much. 

There are now fifty-one veterans in the 
home, though there were fifty-three until 
a day or two ago. Two of them, how- 
ever, have left there to rejoin their fami- 
lies. They are E. F. Elliott, of Putnam 
county, and J. J. McConnell, of Haber- 
sham. In both instances their sons 
came after’them and insisted that they 
should leave the home and live with 
them. _Though both of them had become 
very much attached to the home, they 
consented to go, and assurances were 
given them when they departed that 
should they desire to return at any time 
they would be warmly welcomed. . 


The Human Dinner Bell. 


One of the most interesting sights at 
the home is to see the old veterans has- 
tening to the dining room when they 
hear the dinner call. Ab Lee, one of the 
most interesting of ante-bellum darkies, 
is the dinner bell, and when Ab walks 
out into the hall and shouts ‘Dinner! 
Dinner!’’ there is no tarrying. 

At the cry the fifty veterans come 
pouring into the halls leading to the 
dining room as fast as their feeble legs 
will carry them, and no time is lost in 
studying menu cards. Their hearty, 
healthy meal, steaming warm from the 
kitcheh awaits them on the tables, and 
shey fall to with as much relish and as 
much celerity as they did when the din- 
her call was sounded on the trumpet in 
the sixties. And the demolition of the 
dinner does not take much more time 
than it used to in those days which are 
10w their dearest memory. 

Ab Lee, the human dinner bell, loves 
the old soldiers. He was with them 
through all the trying times, ‘giving 
served with the Twelfth Georgia, and 
he loves to be with them and to serve 
them now. 

The veterans get their breakfast at 6 
clock, dinner at noon and supper at 6 
o'clock in the evening.” After supper 
they sit around for an hour or so and 
soon retire. They are up in the morning 
long before the lark. Some of them be- 
gin to get around by 3 o’clock in the 
morning and by 4 o'clock, it is said, 
nearly all of them would be ready to 
gather in the dinihg hall for breakfast 
if it were only ready. 

The veterans have a pet. A yellow 
dog, one of the kind that is said to love 
a ‘“‘nigger’’ better than its own life, 
strayed up to the home a few days ago 
and has found a permanent domicile 
there. The veterans .pet the dog and 
feed it, and it is learning their ways. 
When Ab Lee calls for breakfast, dinner 
or supper the dog knows what it means 
and comes with a run. It lies down just 
outside the dining room door and re- 
mains there until the meal is over. 

Struggles of the Sixties. 

The veterans at the home have about 
ceaged to fight their old battles, though 
there is a re-telling of the old stories for 
every newcomer. When they first gath- 
ered there they went over their struggles 
in detail, until now every one there is fa- 
miliar with the record of those about him. 
, What regiment were you in?” one 
would ask. 

“T was in the —th Georgla,"’ would be 
the reply. 

“Is that so? I had a brother fn that 
regiment,’’ * 

Then another would say, ‘‘Yes, our reg- 
iment fought beside yours at Gettysburg,’’ 
and then the scenes of that and other 
struggles would be rehearsed. 

Those of the old soldiers who are able 
to do any work are doing good service in 
beautifying the grounds around the home. 
They have laid out and built walks, plant- 
ed flowers and done other light work. 
D..C. Gogza, one of the inmates from Fui- 
ton, has built a marble basin for the 
spring, and he and others have fixed up 
the walk and steps leading to it. 

The library is a favorite lounging place, 
and many of the veterans spend a large 
part of the day there. 

Over the main entrance to the home is 
this inscription on a banner: ‘Visitors

We find that the national 
holiday receives here in Atlanta absolute- 
ly no official local recognition. The day, 
is is true, is a legal holiday here, as every- 
where throughout the United States. 
Banks are closed, some shops give a half- 
holiday and that is the extent of public 
observation of the occasion. Patriotic 
organizations, especially among women, 
choose this date as an appropriate time 
for special demonstration, and some few 
isolated cases of private individuals in- 
clined to speech-making deliver patriotic 
addresses to small and lukewarm audi- 
ences. 

But as a matter of fact, the day is here, 
as in most places in the south, given over 
to the negroes, who celebrate in truly 
royal fashion with red lemonade and wa- 
termelon—those inalienable accessories 
to a proper Darktown glorification. 

This apparent indifference to the coun- 
try’s greatest national holiday has been 
remarked by prominent citizens. Any 
private individual celebrates his own 
birthday by some special observation, 
Why not then mark with a spirit of rev- 
erent and triumphant patriotism the 
birthday of his native land? No more 
glorious event ever flashed along the 
pages of history than the great and mem- 
orable occasion which brought the birth 
of American independence. Each yearly 
anniversary of the day when first started 
as a nation the people who are now the 
greatest people in the world, and whose 
country is today the greatest country on 
the face of the earth—each anniversary 
should add a deeper feeling, a broader pa- 
triotism and a more exalted reverence for 
this greatest of national holidays. 

Yet the absence of patriotic celebration 
in Atlanta on the Fourth of July is pain- 
fully conspicuous. No official recogni- 
tion of the day has been made. It has 
been suggested by prominent citizens that 
resolutions should be passed in council 
recognizing the occasion and that public 
addresses should be made at some speci- 
fied place, when the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence might be read and appropriate 
expression be made of patriotic feeling. 

The city fathers have never before 
taken official notice of the occasion and 
nobody though anything about it at this 
time. When Mayor Mims was approach- 
ed on the subject he said that it would 
doubtless be a good idea, but that no one 
in council had thought anything about 
Fourth of July demonstrations at all. He 
was asked if he would favor some of- 
ficial recognition of the day in future, 
and replied: 

“IT should not veto such an action if 
council agreed upon it.’’ 

One councilman said, in regard to the 
matter: 

“Why, yes; let the people celebrate if 
they want to. It won’t hurt anybody.”’ 

All over town the state of patriotic en- 
thusiasm seems to be at a low ebb. As 
for any official observation, the mayor 
said he would favor it, that he didn’t 
have any objection to people celebrating. 
Apropos of which he related the inci- 
dent of the revival meeting and the stern- 
visaged old maid. In the midst of the 
glorification, when everybody else was 
shouting and singing and praising and 
calling out “‘Glory to Jesus,’’ ‘‘Praise the 
Lord,’’ ‘‘Bless the Savior,’’ etc., old Miss 
Trimble sat bolt upright taking no part 
in the sanctification until some one went 
to her and ventured to inquire: 

‘‘Miss Trimble, don’t you love the sweet 
Jesus, too?’’ when the stern visage re- 
laxed enough to reply: 

‘Well, I hain’t got nothing agin’ 
him.”’ 


»In Augusta the day is highly observed. | 


There is a large Fourth of July Society, 
composed of the best people of the city, 
and every year fine addresses are made 
by eloquent speakers, Judge Emory 
| Speer and Judge Black have spoken on 
these occasions. 

Throughout the -morth the day is ob- 
served more than any other day in the 
year. Wverybody takes a holiday and 
the wildest demonstrations of patriotic 
enthusiasm are evident. The occasion is 
celebrated just as Christmas is in the 
south, with fireworks and merry making 
and general rejoicing. It is, in fact, a 
festive fete day, as well as a legal holl- 
day, Christmas is comparatively little 
observed in the north, where the southern 
custom of having fireworks, etc., ia re- 
garded as very curious, Climatic differ- 
ences may be largely responsible, ag fire- 
works amid snow and ice on a northern 
Christmas would be a troublesome affair, 
and cannon crackers with the mercury at 
90 are not go very tempting in the south. 

Before the war the day was celebrated 
*qually in both sections and by the best 
2lement south, Old-time southern orators 
used to make their finest speeches on 
Fourth of July occasions, It was a great 
day for barbecues and other  festals. 
There never was a time when the fra- 
grance of the mint in the julep was more 
alluring and the delicate aroma of the 
succulent barbecued pig was never more 
inviting. Brilliant orators fanned the 
fires of patriotism with eloquent ad- 
iresses ringing with noble sentiments 
and patriotic enthusiasm ran high in the 
sommunity. 

Since the war though it has been dif- 
ferent. Patriotic feeling for the Fourth 
of July has somehow waned. Among the 
rising generation there is some evidence 
of it and budding orators in debating 
clubs or college circles sometimes take 
this occasion to let loose the viols of 
their eloquence. But, generally speak- 
ng, the day is turned over to the ne- 
groes, 

The reason for this is difficult to 
fathom. As the anniversary of American 
ndependence it can have little meaning 
to them. At the time of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence they 
were simply slaves with absolutely no 
rights of citizenship and were owned in 
nearly all parts of the country covering 
a much greater territory than at the 
time of the civil war. American inde- 
xendence did not mean independence for 
the negro in any sense. 

In the revolutionary war the south took 
% most active part and a large propor- 
tion of the statesmen of the times were 
southerners. So the south shared gen- 
srously in the first pride of American in- 
lependence, 

Since the war there has been a very 
perceptible change of feeling and a de- 
cidedly lukewarm attitude toward the 
Fourth of July celebrations from the 
very ones who previously took such an 
active part. There is an evident “‘laisser 
faire’’ indifference among this element 
ind the day is left to the negroes. 

Why the negroes celebrate with such 
senuine enthusiasm is hard to under- 
jtand. They themselves seem to be a lit- 
le hazey as to the reagon. One shiny 
Jlack-faced old darky said he reckoned 
they celebrated ‘‘jest ‘cause hit was 
watermelon season!”’’ and to the average 
brothet in black that is reason quite 
sufficient. 

Another negro thought it was because 
the Fourth of July is “emancipation 
lay.”’ 

One feature of the Fourth of July cele- 
gration which will be lacking this year, 
on account of the viaduct construction, 
will be the array of gaily decorated 
»00ths which used to stand along Wall 
street by the railroad and serve red 
lemonade and watermelon to the delecta- 
‘ion of the colored pepulace. It will nof 
seem like the same eld day—but then 
shere’s Decatur street. te fall back, on,

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FOOD AND WEATHER. 


Temperature Increased or Reduced 
by Food. 


The old army ration for the tropics 
has been very sharply criticized for the 
reason that it consists of articles of food 
that any person even slightly acquainted 
with the elements of food knows is not 
adapted to the needs of the human sys- 
tem in hot weather. Nature shows forth 
in the selection of food by inhabitants 
of various countries; for instance. the 
Esquimavx in a cold climate selects 
heavy, carbonaceous foods, tallow. bacon 
and such; while the Hindoo and inhabi- 
tants of hot countries turn to the cereals 
for sustenance. 

We should follow this hint of nature 
and particularly in hot weather should 
avoid much butter, meat or any of that 
class of food. Perhaps @ little meat once 
a day is not amiss, even in hot weather, 
but the breakfast and luncheon should 
be made of fruit, one Or two slices of 
entirs wheat cread and some Grape-Nuts 
and cream.

PRESIDENT BECK TALKS OF 


BIG INTERESTS 


The annual report of President L. E. 
Beck, of the chamber of commerce, sub- 
mitted to that body Tuesday, deals with 
many matters of deep interest to the cit- 
izens -of Atlanta. He Treviews briefly 
the affairs of the chamber, the business 
/conditiogg of the city and touches on 
questions of import to all the people. 

President Beck appeals to all to join in 
an effort to secure the benefits to which 
Atlanta is entitled by reason of being.a 
great railroad center. He also touches 
upon city matters in an interesting man- 
ner. The report in full is as follows : 

‘To the Officers and Members of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce: I beg 
0 submit my report and recommendations 
for the year just closea@, and which is 
the thirty-fifth since. the beginning of 
your organization. The financial con- 
dition is shown in your setretary’s state- 
ment hereunto attached. From it you 
will see your liabilities are $35,150, against 
which you have as assets the chamber of 
commerce property. 

“On January ist, of this year, the Bus- 
{ness Men’s League was consolidated 
with your body, thus making a qualified 
membership of 19%? members. There were 
fifty-two duplicate memberships, which 
are not counted in this number. Since 
the consolidation of the two organiza- 
tions, 110 new members have been added, 
‘which gives you a total of 303 in good 
standing. 

‘In reviewing the past year our mer- 
chants have done their usual amount of 
business, and our factories have been 
operated on full time, but owing to un- 
usual changes in market values, some 
lines have not brought a reward com- 
mensurate with the amount of business 
done. 

“Our banking institutions are in splen- 
di@ condition, and show a largely in- 
creased business, as afe indicated in 
clearing house reports, 

‘The live stock trade, which makes one 
of the most important factors in our 
commerce, has been one of unusual activ- 
ity, the sales for the present season 
reaching near a six-million-dollar mark. 

“A great amount of building has been 
done; a large electric and heating plant 
constructed. Our street railways have 
extended their lines to all parts of the 
city, till the convenience of all our peo- 
pie has. been accommodated. The long- 
needed vinduct, and a large number of 
important structures are now under con- 
tract, which, when completed, are sure 
to give a character to our city that will 
be the pride of every citizen, and a won- 
der to every visitor. 

“With all this apparent prosperity there 
is an incubus on Atlanta that badly 
handicaps her, and which, if removed, 
would send her bounding to a populatton 
double what she now has. She is a great 
railroad center, and the splendid trans- 
portation facilities, but does not get the 
benefits from them that are justly her 
due. The lamented Mayor Collier stated 
in an address, ‘Atlanta shippers are 
forced to pay the very Himalaya of all 
freight rates.’ Only a cursory compari- 
son of tariff rates with competitive cities 
‘will show we pay from 25 to 75 per cent 
more costs in freight charges. During 
the last years these charges have been 
gradually increased, not by raising the 
rates, but by manipulating the classifica- 
tions. In our appeals for relief the an- 
swer comes back—‘Atlanta is an inland 
city and has no water competition.’ — I 
commend this important. matter to you 
with the hope that every citizen will 
join. their efforts with yours to find 
a way that will bring relief to our over- 
burdened city.’’

Only of recent date we have witnessed 
an unwarranted suit filed against one of 
our promfnent institutions. Later stin 
We have seen our people barred the privi- 
lege of attending a free musical concert 
in their own public park; all as a result 
of this jealous antagonism, thereby injur- 
ing innocent people who have no personal 
interest in their affairs. Have they not 
even been represented in your council 
chambers at the expense of the city her- 
self? It is alleged that candidates are now 
being selected for the city election now 
far in the future. Are the citizens doing 
this? If not, then who? Is it not time 
to call a halt? Is it not time the people 
regain control of their affairs and hold 
the reins ovér all factions instead of be- 
ing dominated by them? Let us grant 
no more franchises as we have done in 
the past. Let us not again be victims of 
our own folly, or such folly as has recent- 
ly come to the city of Philadelphia. Our 
morning paper fitly stated in an editorial 
June 15th, ‘A city council has no more 
right to make a gift of a valuable fran- 
chise than it hag to make a present of 
the city hall to the janitor.’ For these 
valuable privileges let the city make the 
price that of the best bidder. Let us be 
conservative as to the rights of all con- 
cerned, to foster and protect all fran- 
chises now granted, but give away no 
more like them. Today there are heavy 
demands on the city for more money. To 
meet the emergency it has been suggested 
to raise the present tax rate or increase 
existing valuations. Both of these plans 
seem unwise. First, the taxpayers are 
* fully satisfied the present rate is suffi- 
cient; second, a large amount of property 
carnot be sold at present assessel 
values. Then what is the remedy? De- 
mand that a just assessment for taxes 
be levied against all property alike with- 
in the city’s limits; require all benefi- 
claries of the city—light, -water, fire and 
police protection—to bear their proportion 
of expense along with the common citi- 
zen. From the tax department we find 
only about $18,000 are paid by both street 
and steam railroads to the city. Of this 
amount, about one-half is paid by the 
street railways on whose property mil- 
lions of dollars in bonds are issued. The 
remainder is paid by the steam railroads 
who own vacant property not in use for 
railroad purposes, which, if owned by the 
citizen. would yield more than $100,000 in 
tax revenue. When these wrongs are 
righted, we can hope to see a less rate 
for taxation than we now have. 

“Has not the barkrupt law served its 
purpose, and should it not be repealed? 
Recent decisions of the courts and the 
unwarranted expense of adjudicating 
claims make it unjust to both bankrupt 
and creditor. 

“It is also true that in our state courts 
undue and extravagant fees are allowed 
too often to receivers and other officers 
appointed by the court and not commen- 
surate with service performed or respon- 
sibility involved. 

“All these matters I submit for your 
consideration and such disposition as your 
wisdom may sugeéest. 

‘Your annual election, just held, gives 
you a board of officers for the ensuing 
year in which you can well take pride— 
men more loyal to the interests of this 
growing city cannot well be found. 

"The services of your secretary should 
be appreciated by every member of your 
organization.

Fraud Is Charged Against Alleged 
Negro Preacher. 


NEGRO WOMAN THE PLAINTIFF 


Claims He Secured Her Property by 
False Representations—Case 
Set for September 7th. 


Claiming that Elias Hill, a negro, 
representing himself to be a minister, is 
endeavoring to cheat and swindle her out 
of a piece of property, Sallie Baxter, also 
colored, who alleges that she is over 
ninety years of age, yesterday filed with 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin a petition for an 
injunction against Hill. She is repre- 
sented by Attorneys Alston & Day. 

It is asserted that Sallie Baxter, as the 
only heir of Mary E. Baxtér, is the 
| owner of a piece of property on the south 

side of Richardson street, between Mar- 
tin and Connally streets.It is stated! 
that Hill, representing himself to be an 
honest and upright man, obtained the 
confidence of the petitioner and that, by 
falsehoods and fraudulent ‘acts and prem- 
ising to support and protect her for the 
balance of her life, which contract was 
made in writing, obtained from her a 
conveyance to him of the property. 

The bill alleges that shortly after- 
wards she ascertained that he was of a 
most unscrupulous character; tha¢ all of 
his representations were fraudulent, and 
that at the time‘he secured the convey- 
pnce he intended to cheat and swindle 
her. He, is charged with failure to carry 
out his contract and it is alleged that 
the petitioner is now dependent upon 
charity. 

It is claimed that the woman can 
) neither read nor write and that she was 
ignorant of the fact that she was con- 
veying away all of her property, but 
that she was induced to sign the paper, 
by her mark, on account of the fraudu- 
lent promises and representations of Hill. 
The bill alleges that Hill now claims the 
property absolutely and is about to con- 
vey it to an innocent purchaser or en- 
cumber it with a mortgage or loan deed. 
Should he receive the purchase money 
from the gale, it is charged that he 
would probably leave the country.

A DELEGATION SAW GOVERNOR 


He Will Hold Up Resignation Thirty 
Days and They Will Try To . 
Keep Sanford In. 


The citizens of Floyd county are anx- 
fous that Tax Collector V. T. Sanford 
shall remain in office. They are thor- 
yughly satisfied with his administration 
of the office, and then again they are 
»pposed to going into an election for the 
jurpose of filling a vacancy. 

On this account a delegation of promi- 
ment citizens of Rome called on Gover- 
10r Candler yesterday to urge him to 
101d up Tax Collector Sanford’s resigna- 
‘ion. The members of the delegation 
aere Mayor Thompson Hiles, ex-Senator 
x. T. Fouche, Editor W. A. Knowles, H. 
Hi. Arrington, W. J. Neil, W. A. 
Wright and J. C. Printup. The delega- 
tion was closeted with the governor in 
his private office for quite a while, pre- 
senting reasons why the resignation of 
the tax collector should not be accepted. 
The principal reason was that the people 
are opposed to holding an election, and 
they want to avoid it if there is any pos- 
sible way to do so. 

At the conclusion of the interview Gov- 
ernor Candler informed the delegation 
that he would hold up the resignation for 
thirty days. In the meantime these gen- 
tlemen and other prominent citizens of 
Floyd county will use every effort to get 
Mr. Sanford to withdraw his resignation 
and to retain the office during the re- 
mainder of his term. Tax Collector San- 
ford resigned on account of some differ- 
ences he had with other officials of the 
county and was determined not to: re- 
main in office. However, every possible 
effort will be made to persuade him to 
withdraw his resignation. He has the 
reputation of being one of the best tax 
collectors in the state. 

H. H. Arrington, who was a member 
of the delegation from Rome, is one of 
the candidates for a place on the state 
board of pharmacy, his opponent being 
Dr. George F. Payne, of Atlanta, the in- 
cumbent, whose term expires in October. 

Dr. Arrington asked the governor yes- 
terday how the vote was progressing. 
Governor Candler replied that he had not 
counted the ballots and did not know 
aow the matter stood. He said he 
shought he might have to get the two 
sxandidates to come to the capitol and 
nake the count. Both seem certain that 
she results will be in their favor.

RESOLUTION 70 BE 
| VBEOBD BY MAYOR 


Disapproves of Ceuncil’s Action on 
Tech Students. 
HE EXPLAINS HIS REASONS 


Will Return Paper to Council with a 
Veto Message. 


“THINKS THE ACTION WAS IMPROPER 


Says Council Had Nothing To Do 
with Matter—Labor Leader’s 
View. 


Mayor Livingston Mims arnounced yes- 
terday that he would veto the resolution 
passed at the meeting of the city council 
Monday which, in effect, deplores the ac- 
tion of students of the Technological 
school in accepting places in the South- 
ern railway shops vacated by striking 
machinists, and calls on the legislature 
to pass some law to prevent such action 
on the part of students of the institution 
in the future. 

The paper has not yet reached the may- 
or for his approval or disapproval, but, 
according to his statements, it wil! be dis- 
approved. The mayor states that he 
will serd a message to council explaining 
his reasons for the veto. 

He adheres to the position that the city 
council has nothing whatever to do with 
such matters as are dealt with in the 
resolution, and that the action was un- 
necessary and should not have been tak- 
en. The resolution requests the legisla- 
ture to enact a'law prohibiting the stu- 
dents fiom filling the places of strikers, 
and the mayor declares that such a law 
would be illegal. 

He says that every person has the right 
to accept any position and that it is the 
duty of the law to protect him. He says 
further that if the idea goes out that 
Atlanta is being run in the interest of 
any special person or set of people, it will 
have the effect of keeping away capital. 


He says his veto will not express his 
opinion of the strike in any particular. 

A prominent labor leader stated yester- 
day afternoon that council has already 
shown its hand in the matter, and that 
the veto of the mayor will have very lit- 
tle, if any, effect. 


INSURANCE NOTES. 


Those who were formerly in the office 
of Manager Dargan, of the Imperial, 
and who lost their positions upon the 
abolishment of the southern department, 
will be interested in the following from 
The Journal of Commerce and Commer- 
cial Bulletin in reference to General 
Manager E. Cozens Smith. The action of 
United States Manager T. D. Belfield in 
clasing the southern department was’ 
fully in line with the concentration policy 
of General Manager Cozens Smith and 
he received a full share of the criticisms 
which came from various sources: 

“London advices say on absolute - 
thority that Mr. E. Cozens Smith, gef- 
eral manager and secretary of the Im- 
' perial Insurance Company, will retire on 
January 1, 1902. At the shareholders’ 
meeting a few days ago they referred to 
the rumors as to an amalgamation of the 
Imperiul or Mr. E. Cozens Smith’s re- 
tirement, speaking in such appreciative 
terms of the general manager that he 
later urged the directors to release him 
at an earlier date than that originally 
agreed, viz., the spring of 190. It was 
therefore settled that he might retire 
on January 1, 1902, on a very handsome 
pension, which he has more than earned. 
The strongest denials of any thought of 
amalgamation are made by the Imperial 
directors. 

“Mr. E. Cozens. Smith has for many 
years been a notably strong figure among 
the underwriters of the world. ‘He was 
born in 1834 and entered the office of the 
Phoenix of London in 1851. In 1857 he 
joined the Globe office and later became 
sub-manager of the Unity Fire and Life. 
This position he resigned to enter the 
service of the Commercial Union, of: 
which he became the chief officer in 1865. 
In 1873 he accepted the position of gen- 
eral manager of the Imperial, and has 
much more than fulfilled the confident 
hopes of those who invited him to it. 

“His retirement is a notable event in 
underwriting, and, occurring as it does 
when he is a powerful factor, will at- 
tract more than ordinary notice. Mr. 
Cozens Smith’s career has evinced a 
continuous and determined intention to 
sacrifice any ambitions for personal pop- 
ularity in a stern and unflagging fight 
for the advancement of the imeerial's 
welfare without much regard -to the 
wrath of those who were displeased by 
the process. His retirement takes place 
at an age when most men would not 
think of withdrawal, and it is clear that 
for years to come his advice will be 
largely relied upon in shaping the policy 
of the Imperial, which corporation he 
has built up to great prominence, wrest- 
ing profits from even bad years for it.” 


Otis A. Murphy, of Barnesville, agent 
for the Fidelity and Casualty, is in the 
city.

The offices will com- 
prise the entire south end of the floor 
and are part of those now occupied by 
the English-American Loan and Trust 
Company, which are among the most ele- 
gant offices in the city. tn addition to 
Alabama and Georgia, Mr. Jones will 
have charge of North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Florida. He will have’ 
cheyge of the entire sobiciting and col- 
lecting business for’ the five states 
named, and all reports from them wilf 
be made through the Atlanta office. 
These changes have been made to ac- 
commodate the increasing business of 
the company, and Mr. Jones will push 
the business. for all that it is worth. He 
will move in about July’ 15th. District 
Manager J. E. Wilhelm will continue 
* charge of Atlanta and norfMern Geor- 
gia. .

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Quite a lively time was had in the 
Southern yards last night with a runa- 
way car. A box car which was heavily 
loaded with cotton ties by some means 
got loose somewhere east of Simpson 
street and soon acquired a good rate of 
speed. A brakeman was aboard the car 
at the time, but when he attempted to 
stop it he found that the brake chain was 
broken, and as he did not care for a wild 
ride, with the added possibility of a dip 
in the Chattahoochee, he jumped from 
the car. As the car passed through the 
North avenue yards it was boarded by a 
switchman, but as soon as he, found that 
the brake was useless he jumped from it. 
When he left the car it was going at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour, and as it 
is down grade all the way to the river the 
speed was increasing constantly. Short- 
ly afterward Switchman Cooper, who Is 
located at Bellwood, heard the rumbling 
of what sounded like an approaching 
train and was surprised, as he had no or- 
ders to let any train pass at that hour. 
As soon as the car came into sight he 
saw that it was a runaway, but could not 
tell whether it was one or a number of 
cars. The car was going out the south 
track and as that is the track on which 
the trains come into the city, there was 
danger of a collision. When such otca- 
sions arise the effort is usually made to 
throw the runaways into the north track. 
As only outgoing trains use this, there is 
little danger of an accident. But it was 
too far out to connect with the north 
track, so Switchman Cooper did the only 
thing that could be done and threw the 
runaway car on “the wild car track.” 
This is a track specially built for the re- 
ception of runaways and ends in a bank 
of soft mud. The wild car plowed its 
way through the bank and stopped just 
on the edge of a high embankment. If 
it had gone a few feet farther it would 
have been wrecked, but as it is it can be 
put back uninjured without much effort. 
Wild cars are greatly feared. by railroad 
men and as the track from here to the 
river is a down grade, the Southern has 
made special provision for stopping them.

The business of the Atlanta office is 
steadily on th2 increase, and Major Smyth 
finds it necessary to make additions to 
the force at intervals. By his earnest and 
active efforts to give the public the best 
service possible, he has effected a number 
of improvements in the office. One of tne 
features of his administration is the 
marked increase, secured by him, in the 
office and carrier forces. 

Major Smyth announced yesterday af- 
ternoon that Sunday hevrs will be ob- 
served at the postoflice today. There will 
be no carrier delivery, but mail can be 
secured at the carriers’ desks between 
§:30 and 10 o’alosck in the morning.
